China's arn« control lntaraats encompass broad and direct 
concerns*. In particular/ China keeps a wary e/e on the Russian 
bear, whoae nllitary buildup- In the Par Eait outpaces tvm the 
more publicised expansion In Europe. Like Its neighbors In 
Asia, China has watchad with growing concarn as the Soviets have 
expanded their Pacific Pleetr strengthened thalr now 52 tank and 
notor^sed rifle divisions in the Par Eastr and deployed 135 of the 
new, triple-warheaded 88-20*8 in the Par East (with mare under 
construction) even though there, are no comparable weapons at all 
in Asia. 

Nor is China oblivious to what is happening in neighboring 
Afghanistan. Not surprisingly, the Chines* hava followed closely 
the UB-Boviot nuclear eras control negotiations and the Interna- 
tional controversy over the uae of chemical weapons In Afghanistan 
and Southeast Asia. 

We welcome and encourage a sore active role on arms control} 
but we should not expect any "flurry of accomplishments* . China 
will Bora cautiously and will continue to avoid becoming entangled 
in "ouperpowor". iosueo in a way that would 6eem to Impair Its Inde- 
•pendent otanding in the tforlA, especially Its designation aa the 
only third world ©owbor of the oojot world powers (oymt»liied by Its 
permanent Beet in the VU Security Council); But a revitalised Sino- 
UB dialogue con cocttrltato not Jwat to improved bilateral relations 
but also the broader search for poeoa In the. world at large*
